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The  estimated  population  shows  an  increase  of  560 
during  the  past  year  and  960  since  1945. 

The  Infantile  Mortality  rate  is  very  low,  8  as  compared 
with  a  rate  for  England  and  Wales  of  34. 

Both  Birth  and  Death  Rates  are  more  favourable  than 
those  for  the  whole  country. 

There  was  an  increased  number  of  deaths  from  Heart 
Disease  and  Apoplexy.

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C.  SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  DISTRICT. 

1. — (i)  Water  Supply. 

Southam  and  Long  Itchington. — There  are  now  507 
connections  to  Southam  and  Long  Itchington  Water  Supply, 
303  and  204  respectively. 

There  is  insufficient  pressure  in  certain  parts  of  Southam 
and  the  Council’s  Consulting  Engineer  has  prepared  a  scheme 
to  overcome  this  difficulty. 

Subject  to  the  foregoing  a  sufficient  supply  of  water 
has  been  maintained  since  the  inauguration  of  the  Rugby 
supply. 

5foc^;ow.— Since  the  Rugby  water  has  been  laid  on, 
notices  have  been  served  for  the  provision  of  an  internal 
supply  to  all  suitable  houses.  This  is  meeting  with  a  good 
response. 

Fenny  Compton. — A  scheme  has  now  been  prepared 
to  augment  the  present  supply,  including  the  purchase 
of  the  existing  undertaking,  but  work  has  not  yet  com¬ 
menced. 

Shotteswell,  Ratley  and  W armington. — The  schemes  in 
course  of  preparation  have  been  delayed  by  the  necessity 
of  obtaining  a  geologist’s  report  on  the  proposed  boreholes. 

Priors  Marston  and  Priors  Hardwick. — Enquiries  con¬ 
tinue  to  be  made  but  there  appears  to  be  no  immediate 
prospect  of  electrifying  the  booster. 

Northend. — Since  the  laying  of  the  Rugby  water  main, 
progress  continues  to  be  made  in  the  connection  of  services 
to  properties. 

Harhury,  Bishops  Itchington,  Napton,  Ladbrokc  and 
Gaydon. — Advantage  continues  to  be  taken  of  this  suppl}^ 
which  is  of  the  greatest  value  to  the  villages  served. 

Lighthorne,  Ufton  and  Shiickburgh. — The  contract  has 
been  let  for  the  mains  extensions  to  the  above  villages,  and 
work  is  to  be  commenced  early  in  1949. 

Avon  Dassett  and  W ormleighton. — The  Council  have 
had  under  consideration  Schemes  for  improving  the  water 
supply  to  the  above  villages.

Public  Cleansing. — A  Special  Committee  to  consider 
refuse  collection  in  the  district,  presented  its  report  in  Sept¬ 
ember,  1948.  As  a  result  the  majority  of  the  villages  were 
included  in  the  service. 

A  second  Karrier  Refuse  lorry  was  delivered  and  com¬ 
menced  work  ;  the  Ford  lorry  was  brought  into  the  service 
and  the  horse  and  cart  dispensed  with.  It  is  to  be  noted 
the  service  is  now  working  to  full  capacity.

Diphtheria. — No  cases  were  notified.  One  cannot  help 
but  believe  that  the  favourable  figures  for  the  past  few 
years  are  due  to  the  large  proportion  of  the  population  who 
have  been  immunised. 

Diphtheria  Immunisation. — The  scheme  for  the  im¬ 
munisation  of  School  Children  continued  during  the  year, 
and  at  the  31st  December,  1948,  2,520  schoolchildren  had 
been  treated,  also  1,370  under  5  years  of  age,  giving  a  total 
of  3,890. 

In  addition  23  children  received  "  Booster  ”  doses. 

Cases  of  Infectious  Disease  were  removed  by  arrange¬ 
ment  to  Heathcote  Hospital,  Warwick.
